And  how  soon  the  barriers  which  shut 
them  out  may  fall,  like  the  wallsof  Jericho,  by  Divine 
power,  none  can  tell.  Let  us  then  wait  w’ith  patience, 
while  we  labour  with  faithfulness.  Duties  ore  our’s, 
events  are  God’s.

Convention  of  South  Carolina. — This  was  held  on 
the  10th  Feb.  and  adjourned  on  the  l’2th.  Present,  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese,  20  clergy,  and  31  lay  delegates. 
Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Philip  Gadsden, 
and  a  sermon,  at  the  special  request  of  the  bishop,  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dorr,  of  New-York.  Rev.  Dr.  Dalcho 
resigned  his  office  as  {Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which 
he  has  held  for  16  years.  Rev.  VV.  \V.  Spear  was  ap¬ 
pointed  in  his  place.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to 
Dr.  Dalcho,  for  his  faithful  and  valuable  services. 
Measures  were  taken  to  complete  the  bishop’s  fund, 
and  a  committee  were  appointed  to  carry  the  design 
into  effect.  A  subscription  list  was  proposed,  to  obtain 
an  amount  of  840,000- several  names  were  given  for 
$200  each,  (hiring  the  silting  of  Convention.  The  al¬ 
terations  in  the  mode  of  conducting  the  service,  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  General  Convention,  were  adopted.  Two 
Churches  were  received  into  union  with  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
slate  of  property  in  the  vacant  parishes.  Another,  to 
devise  and  recommend  a  plan  of  systematic  charity  in 


Visit  of  Rev.  Mr.  Dorr  to  Charleston. — We  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  welc.iming  the  General  Agent  of 
the  Domestic  Committee,  and  of  aiding,  in  sonic  degree, 
his  holy  object.  We  hope  that  his  visit  will  not  be 
without  the  effect  of  exciting  increased  interest  in  the 
Churches  of  our  city  and  diocese,  in  behalfot  that  So¬ 
ciety,  which  is  now  the  authorized  and  efficient  instru¬ 
ment  of  the  Church,  in  diffiising  a  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel.  The  occasion  of  the  Monthly  Missionary  lec¬ 
ture,  was  deemed  convenient  for  him  to  present  the 
claims  of  Domestic  Missions  to  the  members  of  the  city 
Churches.  It  was  held  at  Su  Michaers  Church,  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  Feb.  4.  The  severity  of  the 
weather  prevented  as  large  an  attendance  as  might 
have  been  desired.  A  collection  was  taken,  amount¬ 
ing  to  §200.  I’o  remedy  this  partial  disappointment, 
a  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  the 
lltli,  at  St.  Peter’s  Church,  when  the  bishop  presided, 
and  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer  and  an  address. 
Mr.  Dorr  then  addressed  the  meeting,  after  which  the 
following  resolutions  were  offered  respectively  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Spear,  Barnwell  and  Young,  with  ad¬ 
dresses  on  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate : 

Resolved,  'I'liat  by  the  recent  change  in  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ty,  the  late  General  Convention  has  placed  the  wliole 
subject  on  a  correct  basis, — and  thus  has  conferred  a 
lasting  benefit  on  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  we  welcome  the  presence  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Dorr,  General  Agent  of  the  Dontcslic  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  though  the  ex¬ 
citement  in  our  community  growing  out  of  the  Semi¬ 
nole  war  must  interfere  somewhat  with  his  objects, 
yet  we  trust  that  the  impression  made  hy  his  visit  will 
remain  among  us,  as  an  operative  principle  of  future 
benefit. 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  present,  not  only  of  the 
city  but  country,  will  strive  to  induce  their  respective 
congregations  to  guarantee  to  the  Domestic  Committee 
ofthe  Board  of  Mis.sions,  an  annual  specific  sum,  in 
furtherance  of  this  interesting  object. 

A  collection  was  taken  at  the  door,  of  $150,  and 
pledges  were  given,  amounting  to  §375.  A  private 
subscription,  by  members  of  St.  Peter’s  congregation, 
amounted  to  $150.  Mr.  Dorr  was  welcomed,  in  a  short 
visit  to  St.  Helena’.s,  Beaufort,  where  .§{350  were  sub¬ 
scribed,  and  a  pledge  given  of  §250  by  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  for  the  support  of  a  missionary ;  also  .§250  by  an 
individual.  Mr.  Dorr  loft,  on  the  12th  for  Savannah, 
from  which  place  he  writes,  that  the  Church  there  had 
contributed  $300. — Charleston  Gospel  Messenger. 

Diocese  of  South  Carolina. — We  published  last 
week  a  notice  of  the  most  important  items  in  tho  pro- 
C/bspcl* Messenger,  "the  pu^iicali6n'6T''fl  n76ft''fiYi‘S'’D^bfl 
suspended  for  some  monihs.  Among  other  interesting 
articles  il  contains  the  address  of  Bislion  Bowen  to  the 
Convention.  From  it  we  learn  that  the  diocc.'se  is  in 
a  highly  prosperous  state ;  and  that  there  is  not  a  parish 
in  it  capable  of  maintaining  a  minister  even  with  such 
assistance  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the 
advancement  of  Christianity  can  afford,  vacant.  Bi¬ 
shop  Bowen  also  states  “one  or  two  new  stations  of 
our  ministry  have  been  added,”  and  that  the  state  of 
tilings  in  .=ome  ofthe  old  ones  has  decidedly  improved. 

Tho  corner-stone  of  St,  Stephen’s  chapel,  (a  free 
Church,)  has  been  laid,  upon  a  site  given  by  “a  vener¬ 
able  female  member  of  our  Church,”  on  Anson  Ftreet. 
This  location  the  Messenger  regards  as  more  fatour- 
ablc  than  the  former.  The  Church  will,  it  is  estimated, 
cost  .§10, (KK),  of  which  amount  $3,600  is  yet  lo  be  ob¬ 
tained. 

The  corner-stone  of  St.  Philip's  has  been  laid  on  the 
original  siU*. 

St.  Peter’s  Church,  Charleston,  erected  by  a  congre 
gation  organized  by,  and  under  tho  pastoral  care  of  the 
Rev.  William  H.  Ilarnewcll,  has  been  completed  and 
consecrated. 

A  new  Church  has  also  been  consecrated  at  Mount 
Pleagant,  Christ  Church  parish;  and  another  will  soon 
be  completed  at  Wilton. 

The  following  paragraph  will  show  what  has  been 
done  by  the  bishop  under  the  resolution  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  relative  to  the  religious  instruction  of  servants: 

“  It  is  proper  that  I  should  inform  you  of  the  degree 
in  which  the  intention  of  the  Convention,  in  passing 
certain  resolution.s  on  the  subject  of  the  religious  in¬ 
struction  of  our  slave  population,  has  been  fulfilled. 
The  pastoral  letter  requested,  was  prepared  ns  early 
as  the  numerous  engagements  of  my  time  would  per¬ 
mit;  but  when  it  had  been  addressed  to  the  several 
ininisicrs  aad  parishes,  and  was  about  to  be  sent  to 
them  accordingly,  the  public  mind  was  thrown  into  a 
state,  which  it  was  supposed  would  render  il  worse 
than  useless  to  offer  its  contents  to  the  attention  of  any, 
by  the  discovery  of  an  utterly  unwarranted  and  reck¬ 
less  interference  with  this  description  of  our  population, 
by  the  systematic  measures  of  an  ill-advised,  absurd 
and  malignant  philanthropy  of  abolitionism.  How  far 
this  conduct,  which  no  consideration  of  sound  religion, 
or  reasonable  practical  humanity,  could  warrant,  may 
extend,  in  interrupting  the  good  contemplated  and  de¬ 
sired  lo  be  done  by  the  religious  instruction  of  the  co¬ 
loured  population  of  our  parishes,  it  is  not  easy  for  ns 
yet  to  perceive.  That  it  has  not  a  little  interrupted  it, 
is  certain  ;  nor  can  it  easily  be  seen  how  the  measures 
referred  to,  can  be  made  possibly  conducive  lo  the  moral 
benefit,  or  indeed  any  other  benefit,  of  these  people: 
unless  savagism  and  outlawry  be  a  preferable  state  of 
human  existence  lo  that  of  domestic  servitude,  under 
the  benign  influence  of  Christian  principles  and  insti¬ 
tutions.  For  any  other  result  of  the  course  by  which 
the  public  mind  has  so  unhappily  been  e.Ycited,  these 
agita’ois  themselves  nPither  show,  nor  could  with  any 
shadow  of  reason  anticipate,  any  scheme  of  practical 
provision. 

“  The  Catechism  for  the  use  of  ministers  and  cate¬ 
chists,  in  giving  religious  instruction  lo  the  slave  popu¬ 
lation,  is  not  yet  ready  for  publication.  The  prepara 
tion  of  it  has  been  committed  to  three  clergymen  of  the 
city,  who  have  kindly  undertaken  the  task — and  have 
prosecuted  it  with  care  and  diligence.”

We  would  rather  call  upon  our 
souls  and  all  that  is  within  u.a  to  bless  God’s  holy  name 
that  he  has  led  Iter  by  his  Spirit  to  take  so  noble  and 
primitive  a  stand.  A  new  era,  pregnant  with  hope, 
is  now  dawning  upon  her.  Our  only  rivalship  hence¬ 
forth,  I  trust,  will  be,  who  shall  be  most  active,  most 
devoted,  most  liberal  in  aiding  to  extend  tlie  know¬ 
ledge  of  Gospel  truth,  and  in  winning  souls  to  Christ.

Churches  have  little  more  than  a  name  to  live.  Our 
prayers  ascend  that  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  shod  down 
abundantly  upon  all  the  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church,  (now  also  members  of  the  Missionary  sc'ciety,) 
that  they  may  have  enlightened  views  of  duly,  and 
that,  what  their  hands  find  lo  do,  they  may  do  with 
all  their  might.  How  much  prayer,  loo,  should  be  of¬ 
fered  for  the  increase  of  members  and  piety  in  our 
Theological  Seminaries,  Ibat  from  them  may  go  forth 
miiltilndcs,  and  in  the  whole  panoply  of  the  Gospel, 
to  war  against  sin  and  error,  in  all  their  various  forms, 
prepared  to  go  whithersoever  the  Spirit  of  their  great 
Captain  shall  direct  them,  and  not  counting  their  lives 
dear  to  themselves,  so  that  they  may  finish  their  course 
with  joy.  China  is  looking  for  more  help.  Africa 
holds  out  to  view  her  misery,  and  ignorance  and  de¬ 
basement,  connected  with  peculiar  claims  upon  ns  for 
relief, — many  points  along  the  borders  of  this  sea  of 
old  renown,  remain  still  to  be  occupied,  and  no  mis¬ 
sionaries  can  go  forth  with  better  prospects  of  success, 
than  those  of  our  own  Church.  How  many  pagan 
islands  also  remain  where  Christ  has  not  yet  been 
preached !  Whot  millions  of  Mahomedans  are  still 
trusting  to  the  delusions  of  the  false  prophet !  Alas! 
alas  !  the  harvest  indeed  is  great,  but  the  labourers  are 
few !  An  appeal  should  be  prepared  and  put  into  the 
hands  of  every  pious  young  male  member  of  our  Church, 

of  preparotion  for  the  ministry.  Another  should  be 
put  into  the  hands  of  every  student  in  our  Thcclo^i* 
cal  Seminaries,  to  ask  whether  he  ought  not  to  give 
himself  to  the  work  of  missions,  cither  at  home  or 
abroad.  It  is  certainly  rot  the  duty  of  all  pious  youth 
to  become  ministers.  Many  have  not  the  proper  qua¬ 
lifications,  or  aro  qualified  to  serve  their  Master  more 
cffccliially,  by  adorning  the  gospel  in  the  exercise  of 
some  of  Iho  itsiial  callings  of  laymen.  Nor  is  it  the 
duty  of  all  our  Theological  students  to  become  mis¬ 
sionaries.  Many  can  doinore  gocnl  by  slaying  at  home 
among  their  own  people  and  faithfully  preaching  the 
word  in  season  anti  out  of  season.  But  there  arc  many 
whose  duly  it  may  be  to  become  either  ministers  or 
missionaries,  who  have  not  yet  taken  the  subject  into 
proper  consideration, — nay,  who  need  to  have  it 
brouglit  distinctly  and  forcibly  before  them.  Ano¬ 
ther  appeal  should  be  made  to  every  adult  member  of 
the  Church,  in  reference  to  his  duty  to  contribute 
liberally  of  his  time,  talents,  and  possessions,  accord¬ 
ing  as  God  has  blessed  him,  for  the  forwarding  of 
this  high  and  holy  cause.  O  what  a  blessed,  what  an 
arduous  cause  it  is!  IIow  Ehould  it  win  upon  oitr  af¬ 
fections,  call  forth  our  rnergles,  and  animate  our 
hopes!  VV’e  have  now  begun  aright,  and  may  all 
things,  through  God’s  grace,  be  continued  according 
to  this  beginning.  Now  may  the  Church  chant, 
with  heartfelt  sincerity,  in  her  daily  service,  “God  be 
merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us,  and  show  us  the  light 
of  his  countenance,  and  be  merciful  unto  us,  that  thy 
way  may  be  known  upon  earth,  thy  saving  health 
unto  all  nations.”

leaving  a  balance  of  $2,000.  One-fburth  part  of  this 
is  appropriated  to  the  E^mestic  and  Foreign  Missiona¬ 
ry  S^iety  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  aod  the 


Rev.  Thomas  Hartwell  Horne. — For  the  following, 
from  an  English  publication,  we  are  indebted  lo  the 
Gospel  Messenger : — 

The  Clergy  of  Birmingham  (many  of  whom  have 
long  known  Mr.  H.’s  unwearied  efforts  in  defence  of 
the  holy  Protestant  faith)  have  presented  to  this  gen¬ 
tleman,  a  specimen  in  silver  of  each  medal  published 
in  that  town  in  commemoration  ofthe  first  publishing 
ofthe  Bible  in  the  English  language,  by  the  venerable 
confessor,  Myles  Coverdale,  the  printing  of  which  was 
completed  on  the  4th  day  of  October,  1535.  Tlic 
medalH  aro  oiit  in  number,  and  are  Hepneitod  in  a  case 
lined  with  crimson  velveL  The  medal  in  the  centre 
is  of  the  largest  size,  and  mounted  in  a  silver  rim, 
with  a  glass  on  each  side,  for  the  convenience  of  wear¬ 
ing  round  the  neck,  if  required.  On  the  outside  ofthe 
case  is  the  following  inscription  in  gold  letters: — 
“  This  case  cf  medals  being  a  specimen  of  those  which 
were  struck  in  Birmingham  to  commemorate,  on  Sun¬ 
day,  the  4tli  of  October,  1835,  the  third  centenary  of 
the  publication  of  the  Protestant  English  Bible,  by 
Myles  Coverdale,  some  time  Bishop  of  Exeter,  is  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Clergy  of  Birmingham  to  the  Rev. 
Thomas  flartwell  Horne,  B.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Edmund’s 
the  Martyr  and  St.  Nicholas  Aeons,  London,  as  a  tri¬ 
vial  acknowledgment  of  his  great  services  to  the 
Christian  ceuse,  and  especially  of  his  zealous  exer¬ 
tions  in  directing  the  attention  of  Protestants  lo  the 
propriety  ofthe  devout  public  observance  of  an  event 
so  important  to  the  establishment  of  pure  scriptural  re¬ 
ligion.”  _
